I thought at firft (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) that thefe Gentle- 
men intended to be waggiih, and turn the Subjeét into R1- 
cicule, by undertaking to prove that the Protefs were not 
genuine, but by dwelling upon the fame Subject through fe- 
veral Papers, and gravely calling upon the aob/e Lords to 


"tent fuch an Injury to their Names, They appear to be 
in 
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in downright earneft, and would have the World believe 
that rhefe Papers were only fome of the ordinary Libels 
of our Malecontents, under the folemn Form of Protep;; 
though there were many authentick Copies of the Mj. 
nutes of Ele&ion then in Town; and a certain Perfon ig 
fince arrived from thofe Parts, who is fully able to con. 
vince Them that /uch Jnfruments were actually enter’d and 
fign’d at Ediaburgh by the noble Lords, to whom They 
are afcrib’d. 

The firft Argument to prove thefe Protefs fiCitious is, 
that the Per/ons charged with making ufe of fuch undue 
Influence are not fpecifically mentioned, but only pointed 
out under the general Character of Mini/fers and People 
zn Power. Now this Objection, as I apprehend, will 
hold equally ttrong againft all our Eaglifo Protefs; forl 
do not remember that I ever faw one, in which the Name 
of any Minifler was exprefly mention’d ; though I haye 
read many full of yery plain and ftrong Allufions to 
Fim, 

Another Reafon for fuppofing the/e Papers not tobe ge- 
nuine is, that They do not contain any particular and ex- 
plicit Proots of the undue Influence, with which [ome Gen- 
tlemen ftand charged. ‘This is a notable Argument true- 
ly ; and the Protefers muft have been as wife as the/e 
Mriters, or their Diref&or, if They had thus forearm’d 
the Perfons accufcd, and given Them an Opportunity ot 
defeating the Evidence by fome Ingenious Contrivance, for 
which Men in their Station and Circumftances are feldom 
ata Lofs. 

But the beft Reafon of all comes laft; for They add 
that fuppofing the Charge could be proved, in its full 
Strength, the Matters alledg’d in the Protefs are not coa- 
trary to any Law, and therefore not crimina/; trom 
whence it is inferr’d that the nos/e Lords, whofe Names 
are aihx’d to them, could not be guilty of fo frivolous 4 
Charge. ——I don’t know what the/e Gent/emen may i 
tend by faying that C, rruption in the Election of 8 tif 
Peers, .is 9 nirary to any Law. If They mean that it 
is Not expreily prohibited by any Statete Law, They may 
perhaps be in the Right; but furely They cannot want t0 
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be informed that 4/1 AGions in them/elves immoral, or what

wd Want of Remedy are the fame Thing. Befides, I appre- 
tend that the Claufe in the Bi// of Rights, which provides 
that al/ Elections foall be free, includes a Condemnation of 
liundue Influence, or Corruption ; tor tho’ the Union of the 
ryo Kingdoms happened fince ; yet all the Laws of Fug- 
jond being confirmed and recognized by the A of Union, 
ulefs in fome particular Points there {pecify’d, it is now 
beome the general Law of the united Kingdom. But 
there is ftill fomething farther to be faid upon this Sub- 
ject ; for fuppofing with thefe worthy Writers that there 
sno Exprefs Law now in being againft Corruption, in the 
Election of Scottifh it thews at leaft the Expediency of 
fuch a Law, or Refolution as was moved for, the latt 
Sefion of Parliament, by a noble Duke; vit. that any 
Perfon, or Perfons, taking upon Him, or Them, to engage 
any Peers of Scotland by Threats, Promife or Place cr Pen- 
fon, or any Reward or Gratuity what /foever, from the 
Crown, to vote for any Peer, or Lift of Peers, to reprefent 
the Peerage of Scotland in Parliament, is an high Infult on 
the Fufice of the Crown, an Incroachment on the Freedom 
< EleGtions, and highly injurious to the Honour of the 
erage, 

A previous Queftion was, indeed, put upon this Moti- 
on, whether it fhould be then put, and it was refolved in 
the Negative ; which was fuppofed to be owing, ina great 
Meafure, to the Arguments of a /earned Lord, very jutt- 
lyadvanced to the Head of the Law; who obferved that 
the Practices, defigned to be prevented by the foregoing 
Motion, being undoubtedly contrary to Law, the Motion 
ifelf was needlefs. However, many Peers had fuch par- 
ticular Reafons for reinforcing the Law, at that Juncture, 
that They thought fit to enter the Reafons of their Dif- 
ut in the following Proteft, viz.

; ing ouly declaratory of undeniable Truths, ought not

‘* hereafter by a Minifeer, who may find it neceffary to 
‘© try all Methods to fecure a Majority in this Houje, ¢i- 
* ther to promote his future ambitious Views, or to fcreen 
“ his pa? Criminal Condué. 

‘s J fhall clofe my Obfervations on this Part of the Sub. 
ject with taking Notice that the Apology it felf is a tacit 
Conleilion of Guilt; for it does not contain any Denial 
of the Faét charged upon People in Power, but an avowed 
Juftification of it, as contrary to no Law, fuppofing it to 
be true. 

The laft Courant I have feen upon this Subject is fign’d 
R. Freeman, whom I take, by his Manner of Writing, to 
be the fame great Genius, that diftinguifhed itfelf latt 
Year under the Name of Carus. This notable Author 
feems to think that He hath given a full Anfwer to the 
Proti?, concerning the Battalion under Arms during the 
Time of Electioa, by obferving that the Scots Peerage 
having always heen remarkable for their Courage, and ne- 
ver more fo than at prefent, it is ridiculous to fuppofe 
that They fhould be over-aw'd by a Body of Men, who 
did not exceed the Number of Themf#elves and their own 
Servants. But as We have been told from the fame Quar- 
ter that the Court-Lif carried their Election by almott 
two to one, and it is reafonable to fuppofe that They were 
enabled to appear with as good an Eguipage as the 0- 
thers, there does not feem to have been any Occafion 
for calling ia the milisery Pawer to their Affiftance. Be- 
fides, I muft acquaint this Gentleman with another Point, 
which may perhaps have efcaped his Knowledge ; I mea 
that the Legiflature hath taken particular Care to pre- 
vent any camultudry, or feditious Practices, upon thefe 
Occatioas, by reftraining any Scots Peer from coming t0 
fuch Meetings with any more than his ordinary Atten- 
gant: 

Having paid this Compliment to the Gentlemen-Penf- 
oners in the Courant, I fhall conclude with fome general 
Odfervations on the fame Subjec. 

tt appears, upon a View of the Protefis, that the noble 
Lerds, who fign’d them, proceeded in a regular Manner; 
for in the firft, commonty called Duke Hamilton's Pro- 
teft, itis fet forth rAzt Ae bad rouge Grounds to believe 
that a Lif of fixteen Scots Peers had been named hy the 
MINISTER and fent down by bts AGENT, i” Order to be 
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defen by undue Influence. ‘The Names of thefe fxtcen 
Peers are particularly mentioned before-hand ; and it is ad- 
ded, ¢har *f it fhall appear, in the Courfe of this EleFicn, 
that the Lift voted 15, and hath been, a Liff fo named by 
the Minisr ER, and thar undue Means have been ufed to 
induce the Peers, who are to vote at this Ele&ion, or any 
Number of them, to vote for fuch Lift, fach Elefion phall 
be held as illegal, contrary tg the Freedom of Elections, 
ond therefore Void. 

The Reafons tor this Prote# are particularly confirm’d 
by the Declarations of twa noble Lords, that fuch wodue 
Influence bad been attempted on Themfelves ; and every in- 
dividual Peer, mentioned in the faid Proteft, being actu- 
ally chofen, another Proteft was enter’d by the luke of 
Queensberry, fetting forth that it appears from the fevcral 
Circumbonces, which have preceded and attended this E- 
lection, hat this Lif hath been named by the MINISTER, 
end fent down by his AGENT, without Regard to the real 
Opinton and Sentiments of the Peers. 

It hath been obferved, indeed, that the Covrt-Lords have 
asmuch Right to affociate Themfelves into a Lit, and 
fupport each other’s Intereft as the Country Lords. This 
isyery true ; nor does the Charge confift in any fuch vo- 
luntary Affociation, but in the Arbitrary Nomination of 
the Min‘fer, and the undue Means employed to procure 
the Klection of his Lif. : 

It muft likewife be confefs’d that this Charge remains 
tobe proved ; but if it fhould happen to be made good ; 
and if any of the Protefing Peers fhould be able to: name 
the Per/ons, who attempted Them, as well as the parti- 
Culer Sums, or Employments, which They were offered ; 
Thope it will not be deny d that This is a very high Of- 
fence againft the Conftitution, and-ought to be feverely 
puntthed ; for if any Miniffer fhould be allowed to thruft 
Members inte the Hou/e of Lords by fuch -Means, the 
independency of Parliament would be intirely loft. ; and 
though I can never agree with Mr. Va/fngham in calling 
Him Father of the Peopie, He might be properly é- 
hough ttyled Further of the SENATE. 

A Minifer, who gets fuch an Aftendency over the 
“egiflature, may fafely defy his Enemies, and laugh at all 
Accufitions. It is juft like a certain Prelate’s Method of 
playing at Whisk, with the Liberty of confulting his Parte 
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Afticles of News extra¢ted from the laf CRAFTSMay, 
London, Fuly 20. N Sunday laft the fame Pragmatick 
Gentleman, who lately made a Tour 
to Helland, but happened to forget his Credentials, fet out 
again for the fame Place, with a much higher Charaéer . 
and hath given the World fo many fignal Proofs of his 
great Talent at Negotiation, that I may venture to con. 
gratulate Them on the fure Profpect of fome Treaty, Pro. 
wifsonal Treaty, Convention, Preliminaries, or Pacificati- 
on, of one Kind or another, before the Parliament 
meets.

An Hifforical View of PARTiRs. 


OME Writers on Politicks have affirmed, that no 

Country in the World was ever fo much infefted with 
Parties and Oppofitions as England. _I fhall not enter into 
a particular Examination of the Truth of this, (tho’ I 
think a// free Countries will always have Parties; but, if 
true, ‘tis fo far from being a Reproach, that ’tis an Ho- 
hour to us ; and fhews, that we have a Senfe of Liberty and 
Publick Virtue : For a// Power is fubject to Abufe ; and 
all \fen in Power, even the beft, if not check’d and con 
troul’d, will be apt to leap the Bounds of Law and Reafon. 
So that Parties and Oppofitions are often ufeful to the 
Publick. 

But notwithftanding the Truth of this, Parties again# 
Power, and Oppofers of Courts, have as often exceeded 
the Bouads of Equity, and acted as much againft Pub/ick 
Good, as Power it elf. The Vulgar, indeed, the Great 
and fmall Vulgar, who takeall things upon Truft, and ex- 
amine nothing, are prone to imagine, ‘That Mex out of 
Power are covered with Virtue, and Men in Power load- 
ed with Vice: that the One intend every thing well, 
and the Other every thing ill. But there is no Maxim 
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If we look back into the Exg/ife Hiftory, we thall find 
very tew of the Oppofitions founded on a Love of Coun- 
try, or Parties form d on the Plan of Pudlick Virtue. The 
Ancient Contefts between the, Aiags of England and the 
Barons were not, ttrictly fpeaking, Nationa/ Contes ; nor 
was the Oppo/ition of the Barons on Account of any Good 
to the People: But. ’twas a Contention between the 
Crown and themfelves about Prerogative and Privileges ; 
it was a Conteft merely Per/ona/, in which the People had 
nothing to do, but to be knock’d o’the Head of either 
fide for the Glory of their feveral Leaders. 

An Age or two after, indeed, when the Power of the 
Church and Paroas was in a great Meafure broke, and the 
People had got Property and Power, the Contefts came 
gradually to be Netsonai ; tho’ there were very few Nati- 
onal Strvegles, till the Reign of K. ames the Firtt. The 
Stuarts were the firft, and, I hope, will be the laft Kings 
too, that ever directly, and in Form, attack’d the Rights 
and Liberties of the People, and laboured to fet up a Re- 
gel Power, fuperior to and independent of all the Laws. 
‘Chere were, ‘tis true, fome arbitrary Things done, and 
fome Opprfitions made in the Reign of Q. Elizabeth ; but 
thofe Oppofitions chiefly arofe from a Popifh Faction, OF 
elfe were occafioned by the cruel Severities and grievous 
Perfecutions of the Puritans, and others, who differ from 
the Publick Opinions. But excepting that Error, (and a 
great one it was) fhe gave #o Cau/é for an Oppolition ; nor 
did the People experience any general or National Grie- 
vances ; and yet no Men were ever libell’d more than ber 
Minifers, nor ever were more terrible Things wrote a 
gainit a Court. 

The Parties form'd afterwards, againft the black De- 
figns of the Family of the Stuarts, (who all feem’d to be 
in 2 Plot againft the Liberties of England) were im the 
moft ftrict and proper Senfe National Parties, becaufe the

fe the Adminiftration of Publick Affairs, both Capaci- 
f ty and Integrity are required ; it is the Duty there- 
fore of the Chief Magiftrate, to beftow all Employments 
on fuch as to him appear both ways qualified ; and if he 
fhould be miftaken, the Conftitution has provided a Re- 
medy. For the People, 7. ¢. the Reprefentatiyes of the 
People, have a Power of removing fuch Minifters, as 
foon as their Folly or Wickednefs can be proved, which 
isall the moft Jealous and fufpicious Patriots uuinflamed 
by perfonal Spleen, or private Intereft, would defire for 
his Country.

An inquifitive opulent Nation, like ours, will never 
= an abundant Supply of Perfons every way equal to 
se! nor will it ever be without far larger Num- 
eth ihe oe who will believe themfelves equal to 
aes thefe many who are not taken into the Admt- 
ration: will conceive themfelves injured thereby, and 
range Enemies to thofe who poffefs the Places they de- | 
oe themfelves to fill; and as thefe have perhaps large 
tates and confiderable Interefts, they will not fail of 
aluring others to fay as they fay; and thus a Party is 
commenced. I will not take upon me to affert, that 
em who are OuT, are never fo capable of ferving the 
ublick, as thofe who are In, for that would be to talk 
a wildly and abfurdly as fome of our PATRIOTS, Who 
would have Wifdom and Honefty, ‘Things incomparable 
= Power, fince they have had none. But this I affirm, 
me the good People of Britain in general, have nothing 
me 1€ World to do with the Difpute, while the Miniftry 
either break thro’ the Laws, nor thofe in the Oppoliti- 
*, the Publick Peace. For what have the People to do 
With who is Secratery, or who is Treafurer, if the one 
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negotiates them into no bad Treaties, nor the other at. 
tempts any Thing againft their Fortunes, by robbing the 
Publick, which individual muft again make up. No Man 
of good Senfe furely, would be folicitous whether his 
Watch were made by this or t’otheriTradefman if he 
found it go well, that being the End it was defigned to 
anfwer, and therefore the only one which ought to be 
confidered. 

If we pay any Attention to the Tranfactions on the pre- 
fent Age, or endeavour to difcover the Springs of former 
Changes, we thall find that the miftaking the carping In- 
vectives of an envious and yet ufelefs Body of Men, for 
the Senfe of a confiderable Part of the People, has been 
the Source of thofe Steps, which have fuddenly changed 
the Face of our Affairs from a profperous to a very un- 
fetrled and diftrefled Coadition.. Thus it happened to his 
late Majeity King /Yi/7/iam, when he made ufe of a mot- 
ley Miniftry, in hopes of conciliating thofe who are E- 
nemies to publick Peace ; and thus it happened to the late 
Queen, when the Noife of a Mob, and the Flattery ol 
a Faction, had well nigh engaged her to ruin her People, 
and to dethrone Herfelf.

London, Fuly 24. N Monday Evening died of his third Apo- 

plectick Fit, at his Seat at Ockhain in Sur- 
ty, the Right Hon. i’eter Lord King, Baron of O-kham, one of 
hia Majeity’s Privy Council, one of the Governours of the Char- 
-Houte, one of the Society for propogating the Gotpel in Fo- 
reign Parts, one of the Commiffioners for building fifty new Chur- 
ches, ana late Lord High Chancellor of Great-Britain. 

In 1708 his Lordihip was chofen Recorder of London, in 1714 
Was made Lord Chief Juftice of the Common-Pleas, and on the 
ut of June, 1725, Lord High Chancellor. 

His Lordfhip Married Anne, Daughter to Evan Seys, of 
2ovierton in the County of Glamorgan, Eig; and has left four 
Sons and two Daughters; John the Eldeft, who fucceeds to his 
Honours and Eftate, is chofen in the prefent Parliament for thre 
City of Exeter, and for the Borough of Launcefton in Corn- 
Wail. 

His Lordfhip eat his Dinner on Monday in perfec Health, and 
ie to appear fo till the Inftant he was feized with the Fit 
nd died, 


The for-zoing Paragraphs are taken from the Publick 
Papers, but we foail for once be fomething more particular 
tpon the Deceafe of a Man who has filled fo many eminent 
Stations in the Commonwealth. To come at the CharaGer 
of the late Lord King, requires more Penetration than 
moff Men are endowed with: We will venture to give 
our Readers a fhort Sketch of it, and fay juft enough to 
aford Matter for Reflettion to the thinking Part of the 
World. 

The late Lord King’s Father was a Grocer and Oi/man, 


be kept bis Shop in the City of Exeter, and bred bis ws 
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for fome Years to his own Bufine/s ; Many Pecple in Devon. 


fhire are ftil! living who have feen the late Lord Chancellor 
with bis Coat fripped up above his Elbows, anil firring @ 
Barrel of Oil ; yet in the midft of this filthy Empicyment, 
fo frong was bis Ambition and his Inclination to i caraing, 
‘that be layed out what Money he could conveniently fpare 
in Books, and employed every Moment of his Leafsure Time 
in Study; {2 that he became a good Scholar (and was parti- 
cularly very well verfed in Cherch Hiftory) before the 
World fulpecded any fuch Thing : He was four cr five and 
twenty bef re he was taken Notice of s when be was about 
this Age, the great Mr. Lock who was related to him, in. 
troduced him to the World, end perfuaded his Father to 
fet him frudy the Law. His Learning and indefatigable Di- 
digence made him foon taken Notice of in that Profe{jion. 

By the Favour of @ Devonthire Gentleman who had heen 
bis Client, be was brought into the Houfe of Commons. His 
Behaviour there was extreamly dexterous. He was never 
Eloquent ; yct by @ great Shew of Plainefs and Sincerity, 
ty feeming akvays ready to receive Information, by voting 

fom times with one Party and fometimes with ancther, be 
got the Character of one of the honeftef Men in England, 
and bad great Weight in the Hou/e. 

Upon the late King’s Acceffion to the Throne, be laid bis 
Finger upon the Poff ef Lord Chicf Fnfice of the Commos- 
Pleas, one of the moff profitable, 7f mot the moff pompous 
Staeti:ns in the Law. dn this Pott he acquired a great 
Reputation; His Method. wes to hear ali that could 
be urged on either Side with great Patience, and then 
to leave the whole Matter to the Jury, withoxt pretend- 
inz to direct them as mof of bis Predeceffors had dow. 
When he came to be Lord Chancellor, and was obliged to 
make Decrees, and to deliver bis own Opinion, he loff 
much of the Reputation he bad acquired before. Moft Peo- 
ple imagined they plainly difcowered that bis Head was mt 
quite clear enough for a Chancellor: But that Patience and 
Lemper, and that feeming Impartiality amd good Natute 
with which be beard all the Council at the Bar, made him 
frill loved and effeemed by many. 

That brs Lordjhijy had a pretty violent Paffion for Mo- 
ney 75 no great Secret ; and this Love of Money 20t omy 
prevented bis performing any generous and noble Actions, 
but put bim »pon doing fome Vhings which bis bef Friends 
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farce knew how to vindicate. We fhall not here decide 
the Quefion whether it 1s poffible for a Man to be truly 
Honett, who has @ Violent Affection for Money. Cne 
Thing is certain, that the Perfon of the late Lerd King, 
bis Face, bis very Manner of Speaking, and whole Beha- 
viour, /eemed to declare fo much Plainnefs, Honefty, and 
Sincerity, that if he ever was the Tool of any Man in 
Power, if he did obey Orders implicitly, and was guiliy 
if the moff Slavith Compliances ; he was one of the laf 
Men in England whom the common People could have been 
per/waded even to Lufpedct. 

If be was really ready to fail with every ind, and, as 
bis Enemies infinwate, to facrifice all Contiderations (when 
le thought he could not be detected) to his own private Inte- 
relt, be knew at leaf how to difguife the/e Principles under 
¢ plainer and @ more plaufible Outfide, than any Manwhom 
be bas deft behind him.
